Ho 1b a Catholic and lawyer by profession. 'hen the Haele took error 
the German oourte, iNGELSING was a Judge in Berlin* When it became 
impooelble for anyone but a Nasi to preside in eourt, he gave up law 
end became a f ilm director end producer in which field he had con- 
siderable success* 

2. In 1938 SNGELSING married Ingeborg KOHLER who comes from a 
prominent Berlin legal family* She is half Jewish and, in order to 
erode the lew in Germany which made it Impossible for them to marry, 
ENG2LSING married his wife in England. She and her ohildren are now 
llTlng at 115 Sill crest Hoad, Berkeley 5, California with her parents. 
Dr* and Mrs. Arthur KOHL HR. 2N0EL5ING wants to join his family there* 

3. ENGELSIWG was in Berlin from 1930 to 1944. In 1944, he went 
to Konstanz to make a film and remained there* Hi a home address in

The SCHUL ZE— BOYS 2? group started as a diecuesion group of as- 
serted bohemian and revolutionary elements with no program end little 
talent for notion* ENGEL SING, himself, was largely responsible for 
bringing the group into contaot with persons having access t* informa- 
tion and for clarifying SCHULZ S-BOx SEN 1 e own line of action* SCE : JT>ZE- 
BOY33N could get information only from the Luftwaffe in whose officer he 
was employed* SNO EDGING, through hie acquaintance with favorite ac- 
tresses of top Nazis, was able to provide SCHUL ZE-30YSSS with situation 
reports on future political or military notions to be taken by the 
German Government, this information was reportedly passed to the 
Allies, presumably the British, by *ay of Count DOUGLAS, Swedish Mili- 
tary Attaohd in Berlin* Count DOUGLAS 1 wife wae related to SCHULZE— 

BOY SEN 6. iVEISGSNBCRN belonged to the inner circle of the SCHULZE- 
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BOYSES group* 3?0Z13IH0 had become aoquaintad with '*'EI83ERBORH 
ttnatfi film scripts written by the latter* WEISSES BORN did net oon- 
trlbute much to the inf azmtion of the group* However* it was V/SIS- 
SJERBOBR who told EHGELSIRG that in hie, WEID-', SUBORN* a, opinion the 
Western Allies were n,ot doing much to defeat Germany and that it would 
be more off settee to give their information to the Russians* ERG 3L SING 
would not re o all the toehnioalitiee of establishing this contact and 
carrying it out* He dooa reaesfeer that all information went to a woman 
doctor Elea PAUL (Hfriede PAUL) who is still in Berlin. She in turn 
passed it to an unidentified radio operator* ENGELS ING recalls that 
tha radio operator had to keep sending on a number of different wave- 
lengths until he reoeived a signal that he was being picked up. ERG EL- 
SING* himself* askes no claim to technical knowledge along this line* 

6* ERG USING states with oertainty that the SCHULZ3-B0YSEH group 
had no connection with the KADO group in Swltnerland. As proof of this 
he escorts that the text used for ooding by the German group was a oar- 
tain edition of “Til Eulensplegel " and the Ratio group used another book* 
the title of which he could not recall. (Apparently in spite of his 
lank of teohnioal knowledge .USELSIBG knew something about the codes 
used).

LIB3RTA8 waa a 
beautiful girl end somewhat promiscuous. At the behest of the group who 
instated that revolutionaries oould not raiBe children and against her 
own will* she had to have an abortion which waa performed by Dr* Elsa 
PAUL. SBISSSHBOHS* in particular, waa vehement on this subject. The 
result was that LIBERTAS tuned against the group spiritually and was 
an easy prey, psychologically* for the Gestapo. A handsome Gestapo 
member suooeeded in making LIBERTAS fal l in love with him and through 
her he gradually got the names of the SCHULZ3-B0Y5ES group. 

8* A hen the group was brought to trial* v<IB 83ESB0KN received ohly 
a four year sentence because there waa no evidence of aetlvlty on his 
par t cxoept that LIBERTAS had mentioned hie name. EKGKLSIRO ’.'AS NEVER 
INVOLVED* He explains this by the fact that he is a Catholic and had 
beaa the only one opposed to the abortion. Ha fully expected to be 
walled in by the Gestapo. Finally* out of desperation* he went to see 
PARZIHGER (perhaps PABHY/ITZ ia meant) to Inquire whether or net there 
was any record against him* but the Gestapo were not interested in him*
